RESPONSE TO OFFICE ACTION 

This is a Response to the Office Action mailed June 30, 2005 to which a response 
is due before September 30, 2005. Claims 1-17 remain pending in this application. Of 
these claims, claims 1,4-7, 10-13, 16 and 17 stand rejected under 35 USC §1 02(b) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,370.903 issued to WIech, and claims 1-17 stand 
rejected under 35 USC §1 02(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,678.410 issued 
to Fujita et al. 

In view of the following remarks, these rejections are traversed, and 
reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested. 

Applicants invention is a fuel cell system that includes a fuel cell stack through 
which a coolant fluid flows. A heat pump module receives the heated cooling fluid from 
the fuel cell stack and cools the heated cooling fluid that is then returned to the stack. 
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
